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His City is pleaſantly ſeated upon a Hill 
among Hills ſaving to the Sea; 
where tis pendant in ſuch ſort, as that 

the Streets (be they never ſo foul ) yet 

with one ſhower of Rain. are again 

cleanſed ; Nature her ſelf ſeeming to be the chief 

Scavenger thereof. Very beautiful is the fame in 

building, and for conſiderable Matters matchable 
to moſt Cities in England: |

Exeter five Gates hath of chief Note and Name: 
Befides fix others of leſs Mark and Fame: 


It hath. five Gates and many Turrets, whoſo 
compaſs meaſureth a Mile and a half, having Su- 
burbs extending a far diſtance in each er, 
well watered it is likewiſe, being full of Sprin 
and hath certain Conduits which are — 
with Waters deducted from ſeveral Fountains near 
the faid City, and conveyed Pipes of 
Lead urider the Ground into the ſame, having likes 
wiſe four ſpecial Streets, which all meet in the 
midſt of the City corruptly called Carfoix, but 
more properly Quater voy s, Which divideth mo 
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Memozials of the City of Exeter. 


whole City into four Quarters. In every of which 
there be ſundry Streets and By-lanes particularly 
herein inſerted. | 

Toward the Eaſt Quarter of the ſaid City is a 
ſtately Cathedral Church, dedicated to the Honour 
of St. Peter, within which Circuit (before the Bi- 
ſhoprick was tranſlated from Crediten hither) were 
T hree Religious Houſes,one of them was an Houſe 
for Monks, ſuppoſed to be Founded by King E-he.- 
ded; Another was for Women, commonly called 
Meniaies or Nuns, which is now the Calende- an, 
and the Dean's Houſe (both which were by Biſhop 
Leefrick added and united to the ſaid Cathedral 
Church :) The Third was alſo an Houſe for 
Monks of the Order of St. Benner, and originally 
Founded by King Athe/ſtar, Anno Domini 932. 
And 'tis that part of the faid Church formerly cal- 
led our Lady's Chappel, * then dedicated to 
the Bleſſed Virgin Mary; And of late, c. 9 Car. 2. 
1657. (through the Munificence of Robert Vilvain 
Doctor in Phyſick, and a Native of this City) con- 
verted into a Library; All which ſaid Monks 
were from hence ſent up, and ſettled at Weſtminſter, 
from whom ('tis thought) that place took its de- 
nomination. 

In this Church are two very fair Towers ſtand- 
ing as it were in the midſt, dividing the higher 
part from the lower; In that of the North was 
lately a Cage of four ſmall broken Bells out of 
uſe, as alſo a Clock Bell called Peter's Bell, freely 
beſtowed upon the ſaid Church by Peter Courtney, 
ſometimes Biſhop thereof, the fame weighin 
twelve thouſand and five hundred Pounds weight, 
with a very fair Clock and Dial, diſcovering the 
courſe of the Sun and Moon, who at his own pro- 
per coſts and charges did likewiſe build the ſaid 
Tower. 

In the South- ſide ſtands the other Tower, where- 
in are Ten Bells, all or the moſt part of them, 
tending to daily uſe and ſervice; "Theſe with all 
the Church Goods, in the ſixth Year of the Reign 
of King Edward the Sixth, by Commiſhon were

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Eſcheated, and Commandment then given to the 
Treaſurer of the faid Church, for anſwering the 
ſame at all demands. 
In the Quire of the ſaid Church, is remarkable 
the Epiſcopal Chair or Seat there erected by Bi- 
ſhop Booth, a very ſumptuous, high and admirable 
work ; This Church's building was not opus unius 
ſæculi, but from time to time being enlarged, and 
at length thoroughly perfe&ed by the Contributive 
endeavours of ſundry worthy ſucceſſive Bithops 
and BenefaQors, and was from its firſt foundation 
in the Reign of King Arhe/ſtan, Anno Domins 
932. to the perfect finiſhing thereof, which was ſo 
done by Bithop Grandiſon 43. Eg. 4 Anno Domi- 
ni 1369. Four hundred thirty and ſeven Years, 
yet is the ſame ſo uniformly compacted, as if the 
whole had been built by one Man, and done in an 
inſtant of rime. | 
In the higheſt part of the Hill whereon this City 
ſtandeth, being the North Eaſt part thereof, is the 
Caſtle, vul _ called Mons rugoſus, Or Rugemont, 
of the red Earth (fay ſome) whereon tis built;

which Hiſtory doth report to be ſo done by Julius Graſtin fil. 7. 


Cæſar, in the Fiftieth Year before Chriſt's Incarna- 
tion, famous for its Antiquity and Situation, com- 
manding the wHole City and Territory round about, 
and hath a very pleaſant proſpect to the South-ſea. 
Ihe Seat ſometimes of the Weſt Saxon Kings, then 
of the Earls of Cormwa/; It now alone ſheweth 
the Fragments of the ancient Buildings ruinated, 
whereon time (which is edax rerum) hath too 
much Tyrannized, within the Site whereof is a 
i Chappel built by the Lady Elizabeth de Fortibus, 
then Counteſs of Devon, whereunto ſhe gave cer- 
RE tain Lands, called the Prebend of Hayes, and the 
Prebend of Cutten, for certain weekly Services 
there to be duly performed. Therein is alſo an 
Houſe for the Judges of the Circuit to keep the 
Aſſizes, and the Juſtices of the County to keep 
their general Quarter-Seffions of the Peace, and 
the Sheriff his Shire-Court. 
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Wemozia!s of the City of Exeter. 
At the lower end of this City without the 
Walls thereof, fleeteth a long ſtately River for- 
merly called Iſaca or Iſca, now Exe, which hath 
his Head or Spring in a certain Deſart or Moor, 
commonly called Exmoer, diſtant hence about foun 
and twenty Miles, and floweth into the main Sea. 
Another learned Hiſtorian writing hereof faith, 
That the River Iſca (fo termed of the Britains) 
was mentioned by Prolem The Engliſh Saxons 
call it Exe, it cometh cloſe to the ſaid City, and 
leaveth thereunto its Name, whereupon Alexander 
N-ckham (ſometime P. ior of St. Nicholas within 
this City) thus writeth in his Poem of divine 
Sapience. 


Exonie famd celeberrimus Iſeia nomen

To Exeter Exe, a River of Fame, 
(Firſt Iſcia call'd) impos d the Name. 


This River affordeth variety and excellent good 


Freſh water Fiſh, chiefly, and that plentifully too, 
Sa/mons, a dainty and wholeſome Fiſh, and a 
double riddle in Nature ; Firſt, for its inviſible 
feeding, no Man alive having ever found anyMeat 
in the Maw thereof; Secondly , for its ſtrange 
— (or rather flying) inſomuch, that ſome will 
have them termed Salmon: à ſaliendo, Being both 
Bow and Arrow, it will ſhoot it ſelf out of the 
Water an incredible height and length. I might 
well add the admirable growth thereof (if true 


what is confidently affirmed) that it encreaſeth | 


from a ſpawn to a full grown Fiſh within the f 
of a Year; And laſtly, whereas in other p 


ſuitably with the Buck, they are ſeaſonable only in 
Summer, here with Buck and Doe they are in ſea- i 


ſon all the Year long.

This City is the only Emporium, or principal or- 
nament of the Weſt, which hath been named di- 
verſly by diverſe Nations, The Britains called it 
Caerii, Caer with them ſignifying a City, as Caer= 
Jalem, that is, a City of Peace; It hath alſo the 
appellation of Cam-ruth, of the red foil (as tis 
conceived) whereon it ſtandeth, and likewiſe it 
was termed Pencer, that is a Head, or principal 
City: The Engliſh Saxons called it Exanceſter, 
Ceſter being a common addition impoſed by the 
Romans upon places that had Caftles, in imitation 
of whom the Saxons continued that Name,until for 
many Monaſteries here erected, and multitude of 
Monks, it won the Name of Minton: And fi- 
nally it obtained the Name of Exeter, from the 
aforeſaid River of Exe : | | 


For from whence ſprings the Fame 
Thence commonly the Name.

1. That this City hath been often infeſted with 
Hoſtility, none but ſuch as are unacquainted with 
Hiſtory, can be ignorant; Firſt, I find it begirt 
with the Forces of Veſpaſian, General unto Ciau- 
dius the Roman Emperour, whereof an old Au- 
thor thus writes, — Veſpatianus cum Exercitu Re- 
mano Civitatem nunc vocatam Exeter ofto diebus 
obſedit, ſed minime prevaluit ; Arvirago Rege Civi- 
bus auxilium tunc preſtante. Anno Domini 49. 

2. The Danes arriving out of Norway, in the 
mouth of the River Exe, bent their fury againſt 
this City (whoſe Trenches towards the North yet 
remain viſible as ſo many Sculptures of their 
Siege) but the ſame was ſtoutly defended, and the 
Enemy repulſed with much ſhame and infamy, 
which was in the Reign of A!phred King of the 
W:ſt-Saxons, Anno Domini 875. whereof an 
Hiſtorian ſays thus Exercitus Danorum a War- 
tham note quadam fad:re dirupto ad Exanceſter 
ſe diverterint, quod Britannice dicitur Caerisk, & 
audito Regis adventu ad puppes fugerunt. 

3. Hiſtories _— that a Battle was fought at 


City) againſt the Daner, Anno Domini 1001. who 


valiantly withſtood, at length (by the power and 
help of the County of Devon) the Citizens fallied 
Sa i al bs 2 N out

out, and encountred the Enemy in their Camp, 
where the fight was cruel, and the ſlaughter great, 
and bein Aif-onifired, they departed with Igno- 
miny; The Danes alledge two principal Cauſes 
thar provoked them to attempt the Conqueſt of 
this Kingdom, whereof (one for the rarity) I may 
not omit. 

Letkbrock alias Lethbreech,a Noble-man of Roy- 
al Blood amongſt the Danes, flying his Hawk nigh 
the Sea · ſnore, together with her game fell into 
the Sea,which to fave he took a Boat, and with the 
violence of the Tempeſt ſuddenly ariſing, was dri- 
ven into England, at a place called dam in 
Norfo(k, from whence he was brought unto the 
King, unto whom he declared his Birth andadven- 
ture, and for his skill in Hawking (wherein he ex- 
celled ) was by the King kindly entertained, 
whereat Beric (the King's Falconer) being much 
troubled with envy, and obſerving time to ſingle 
out Lethbrook, in fine, murthered him in a Wood, 
whoſe Body. was diſcovered by a Spaniel Dog, and 
| Beric of the Fact ſuſpected, and afterwards con- 
victed thereof, was adjudged to be put into Leet- 
brook's Boat, and ſo committed to the Mercy of the 
Sea; but the Fates thus decreed, That Brie (a 
ſtrange accident) was driven on the Coaſt of Oer - 

mark, near the place where Lecbbrook put forth, 
and the Boat being known, Beric was examined 
What became of Lechbrook, who treacherouſly ac- 
cuſed Eimond King of the Eaſt Angles of the 
Fact, whereof the Paniſh King (glad of the oc- 
caſion) raiſed an Army, and made Captains there- 
of Hunguar and Hubba the two Sons of Lechbrook, 
whom (the rather to encourage to revenge) their 
Siſters wrought with their Needles in an Enſign 
the proportion of a Raven, which from thence- 
forth they did bear as no ſmall fign of their good 
luck, yet carried they that ominous Banner not 
long unconquered, the fame being in a ſhort ſpace 
(with many of their lives) loſt. - 

This Hubba in the Days of Alphred the Sauen 
Monarch landed at App ores, a maritime Town

in the North-part of Devon, nigh Bideford and 
Barnſtable, with three and thirty Sail of Ships, as 
he came out of Sut}-Hales, where he had waſted 
all in his way with Fire and Sword, and there lying 
Siege to the Caſtle of Kenwe:h, they were ſo va- 
liantly withſtood, as that the Danes loſt twelve 
hundred Men, their ſaid Banner taken, and their 
Captain Hubba ſlain, whom they buried on the 
ſhore near his Ships,and after the manner of Nor- 
thern Nations piled on him a heap of _ ſtones, 
as a Trophy of his Memorial, whereof the place 
took name Hubbaſton, ſo much ſpoken of by An- 
tiquaries, and albeit the Stones were long ſince 
ſwept away by the Seas encroaching, yet the name 
ſtill remains on the ſtrand near Appledore afore- 

id, and to this day commonly known by the 
name of Mpibleſton. | 

4. After the er Maſſacre of the Danes | 
the command of King Ethe/dred in this Ifland 
Swan King of Denmark, landed here with a 
great Army, Anno Domini 1030 and beleagred 
this City, which was manfully withſtood for two 
Months ſpace, but at length (through the treache- 


ry of one Hugh a Norman here entruſted as Go- 


vernour by Queen Emma) Sway entred, and put 
all to Fire and Sword, and levelled the whole 
City to the ground, whereof grieyouſly complains 


an Author, thus — Swayn Rex Danorum per in- 


juriam © proditionem Normanici Comitis (quem 
Emma Domina prefecerat) Civitatem Exonienſcm 


infregit, ſpoliavit & murum ab orientali uſque ad 


occidentalem portam deſtruxit, & cum ingents preda 


naves repeitit; and had ſcarcely recovered her ſelf;

William the eror laid cloſe ſiege there- 
unto, againſt e we attempts 4 — 


made no leſs valiant oppoſition, until ſuch time as 


part of their Wall fell down, whereupon they 
were conſtrained to ſurrender. The King then in 
token and Commemoration of this Victory, alter d 
the Gates of the Caſtle, and likewiſe took their 


fveral and reſpective” Oaths to become his 
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Liege- Subjects for the future, Anno Domini 
1068. 

6. In the Reign of King Stepben (upon the re- 
volt of Ba/dwin Rivers, then Earl of O- vin, to 
the part of Mawd the Empreſs) they fortified 
this City and Caſtle againſt him, and were enforced 
after a long and tedious Siege through Famine to 
yield, Anno Domini 1140, ſince which time it 
hath been thrice beſieged, and with gallant reſolu- 
tion defended ; | 

7. Firſt, By Hugh Courteney Earl of Devon on 
the behalf of King Edward the Fourth, who by 
mediation was removed, 9 Ed. 4. Annoqus Do- 
mini 1469. 

8. Next Perkin Warbeck (that imaginary and 
counterfeit Prince) laid cloſe ſiege hereunto, till 
Edward Courtney Earl of Devon (who in the 
ſervice was wounded) together with the Lord i. 
liam his Son and others, raiſed the ſame; and with 
much magnanimity repulſed the Rebels, 12 H. 7. 
1497. 

9. Laſtly, From the Tenth day of June (being 
the Monday in Hhit/on-week) to the Sixth Day 
of Auguſt then next following, by the InſurreQi- 


on of the Commons of Cornwa! and Devon, this 


City was ſtrictly beſieged for five and thirty Days 
8 without any intermiſſion; And albeit the 

itizens were miſerably pinched with Famine, and 
— the laſt twelve days lived on Horfe-bread, and 

orſe-fleth, yet ſtill retained their Loyalty to their 
Sovereign Lord the King. And at laſt through 
much difficulty, were relieved by the courage and 
valour of George Lord Ruſſel, whom the King ſent 
down as General of anArmy for their deliverance, 
by whom the Enemy was vanquithed, and on the 
Sixth day of Auguſt, in the ſecond Year of the 
Reign of King Edward the Sixth, Annaque Or- 


mini 1549. the Gates of the City were again o- 


pened. In remembrance whereof an Anniverſary 
with much joy and ſolemnity is here kept, and 
thankfully obſerved on every ſixth day of Au- 


guſt ; Ol which good ſervice thus ng per- 


ormed 
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formed by the Citizens hereof, a Learned Author 
of late thus ſpeaks — A/oſe example God grant 


. all Cities may follow, and withal learn to be noble by 


Exeter. 
A Modern Author and Native of this City of 
late wrote this Diſtich, and tranſlated the ſame.

the Father, begger d the Son, and ſtrangled the 


hopes of all Poſterity in many flouriſhing Fami- 
lies, as too ſad experience hath informed too m 
_ alive, My Litany or ſupplication is ſtec 


Dii terris talem noſtris avertite peſtem. 


Reform the wicked World, moſt gracious God, 
Heal our Back-/lidings, and remove thy Red. 


And one Gentleman (amongſt ſundry others for 
their Loyalty to the King here murthered) being 
priviledged to be decently interred in St. Sa- 
wells Church, without the Eaſt-gate of the faid 
City, his Corps was thither attended by ſome 
thouſand Perſons of a depreſſed Party, of which 


number I then thought my ſelf happy to be us 
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In whoſe memory this enſuing Epitaph was inſcri- 
bed on his Tombſtone, viz.

The crime for which I 
am now to die is High Treaſon (as tis faid) I 
cannot deny but that I was at Southmolton in this 
County, but whether my being there, or my Acti- 
ons amount ſo high a crime as High Treaſon, I 
leave to the Law and World to judge; If I were, 
conſcious of any baſe end in this my undertaking, 
I would not be fo injurious to my own Soul, or diſ- 
ingenous to you as not to make a publick acknow- 
ledgement thereof. I ſuppoſe that divers perſons 
as they are byaſſed by their ſeveral intereſts and 
Relations, will give their opinion to the World 
concerning us; His impoſſible therefore to ex- 
eſs my ſelf in thoſe particulars, as not to expoſe 
th my Judgment and Reputation to others on a 
breach of Charity concerning me or my Actions, 
I thought fit to decline all Diſcourſe which may 
give them a capacity either to injure my ſelf or 
cauſe, My Trial was Publick, 5 and 
Eminent, my ſeveral Examinations (I believe) 
will be produced when J am in my Grave, I will 
refer you therefore to my firſt Tryal, which I am 
fare ſome of you heard, and to the latter, which 
many of you in good time may ſee ; Had Captain 
Crook done himſelf and us that right that a Gen- 
tleman and Soldier ought to have done I had now 


enjoyed 
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enjoyed my own right, and had not been here this 
day. forgive the Man with all my heart, truly, he 
did us an injury by enforcing thoſe Articles upon 
us, which his own Conſcience tells him he had no 
intention to perform ; but truly Gentlemen, his 
proteſting againſt thoſe Articles which he himſelf 
with ſo many proteſtations and importunities put 
upon us, hath drawn ſo much diſhonour and 
Blood upon his Head, that I fear ſome heavy Judg- 
ment will purſue him. Although he hath been 
falſe to us, I pray God, I do not prove a true Pro- 
phet to him.
